If ho is to be asked to mako 
coiiCL'L:;ions such as ho considers to bo 
utterly inadraisfiiblo and fatal to tho 
pcrmanonL soltlomont of Eoforra, ho 
will never agroo to so unworthy a 
course, and would rather remove tho 
arena of tbo disoussion from t'lo floor 
cf St. iStcpheu's to the hu3tin/;8 of tho 
country. To romuio satifrflod with 
tho law as it will stand on tho paseago 
of tho Government Bill will be jmposs 
siblo. To baso tho representation ou 
tbo plan as already saactionod by the 
llouso of Commons is deceptive as a 
lasting mensuro. If then tho oppor- 
tunities which may still exist daring 
tbo life of tho present House to aitor 
or amend the iujustice to wbiohit has 
pledged itself should fail, as they 
probably will, thero will only romain 
the necessity of another agitation to 
make every exertion to effect a farther 
change in tho law. Those who bavo 
manfully stood by their colors, who 
have not boon led astray by timidity 
or weariness, those who have acted 
iiiid voted in support of what thoy bo-, 
lievo to be right, will have no caucc 
to fear tho ordeal of tho hustings 
whenever tho wants of the country 
demand it."
